WASHINGTON — A potential compromise 
.between the Reagan administration and the 
Sandlnlsta leadership of Nicaragua Is emerg- 
ing which would end U.S. support for the 
Contra gucirillas In exchange for guarantees 
of peaceful behavior by the Sandtnlstas, sev- 
eral congressman said Thursday. 

Several lawmakers and other officials said 
they are encouraged that a such a com- 
proihlse is even being discussed, and they, 
cr^lted presidential envoy Philip Habib as 
pointing the way. 


Habib, they said, spelled out the potential 
for resolution of the problem in an April ll 
letter, which drew little attention at the 
time. ; 

Such a potential compromise is only in the 
formative stages, and the lattitudcs of 
President Reagan and the Sandtnlstas are 
not known. As recently as Wednesday, for 
instance, Reagan pledged his full support to 
the Contras, whom he calls “fr^om- 


rcgular forces and-or Insurrectional move- 
ments from the dateof signature." 

The United States would "support and 
abide by a comprehensive, verifiable and 
simultaneous Implementation” of an agree- 
ment fulfilling the objectives of the Con- 
tadora peace .effort, Habib’s letter . said, as- 
long as Nicaragua also supports and. abides 
by such an agreement.

^The presumption that the woman who car- 

Tied the baby Is the mother is common law 
in most states. It should be everywhere. The 
genetic parents can always adopt the baby. 

It may sound odd to adopt your own genetic 
offspring — what If the woman decided to 
keep Baby Who? — but It Is the lesser risk. 

All of these quandrics, like the babies 
themselves, arc bom as wc attempt an end 
run around nature. Wc don’t accept limits, 
even the limits of fertility. Men and women 
who cannot conceive or carry children, ex- 
pect science to figure out a way for them to 
have babies, even their "own" babies. 

Science Is most obliging. 

• By now, we arc so far removed from 
nature that wc need a law to determine 
motherhood. How odd that wc find ourselves 
-arguingaboutthedelinitionofthevery first— 
• word In any baby’s vocabulary t "Mama."
